St. LJaul Alliance in Northwest
and Mexican Arrangements to

Make Gigantic System.
Los Angeles. Cal.. January C..Theextension of tha St. Louis an<l SanFrancisco Railroad to tho Pacific coast

B. 1". Yoakum, chairman of thehoard of directors of tho St. Louis andI San Francisco, who Is here, said thatj an extension from Quanah. Tex tothis city was projected, and surveyshad boon completed. With the alliancebetween tho St. Louis and San Fran-Cisco and tho St. Paul, there alreadyIs u line to tho North Pacific Coast,and tho new plan will open the wayto rivalry with the Harrlman lines inthe South.
The St. Louis and Ran Francisco atpresent has a line from St. Louis, Chl-cago and Kansas City to Galvcston,and another lino from New Orleans toBrownsville, on the Rio Grande River,paralleling tho Gulf of Mexico to theMexican boundary. Through an under-standing with tho Mexican govern-mcnt, a new road will bo constructedIn Mexico from Matamoros, oppositeBrownsville, to Tamplco. and the Tam-plco-Mexico City line will bo completedby the National Railroads of Mexico.The Yoakum properties thus will boin a. strong and dominating positionupon the opening of the Panama Canal.They will be able to handle freight onthe Atlantic side in connection withth» National Railroads of Mexico.The projected extension fromQuar.ali to this city will provide tho'Frisco with a ilnuth Pacific port. Thetraffic agreement with the st. Paul will

< nable the movement of grain from the.North as well as Iron and sieri fromthe Croat Lakes lo Los Angeles, forshipment to the Orient and to Pacificnorh in Mexico, Central America andSouth America.
Mr. Yoakum said that two survey;-,have been made from Quanah. one byway of Albuquerque. N. M.. and theother through Phoenix. Ariz, lie saidthe route wiil be the shortest from St.Louis, Chicago and Kansas <*ity. be¬sides towns in Oklahoma and NorthernTexas, to Los Angeles. In order to lln-Ish out the gigantic plan of Mr.Yoakum it win bo necessary only lobuild or acquire a direct route fromMemphis. Tenn.j to New- Orleans, andthe St. Louis and San Francisco willhave n short line from St Louis. Chi¬

IN INLAND WATERWAY
Prominent Men Attend Public Celebration Nearj Beaufort.Canal Is Five Miles Long and

Was Begun Two Years Ago.
" 11 nuns ton. N; c, January 6..Twcn-

ty-flva hundred people; including many
men prominent in tho State and nation,attended to-d4y a public celebration
of the completion of tlic IIrat link In
the proposed Inland waterway fromä.Maine lo Florida, en the banks of thewaterway, near Beaufort, N. C.
The celebration was preceded by a

parade of naval anil government boats,headed by the revenue cutter Pamllco,while probably 100 gasolene launchesbrought up the rear. Senator F. M.Simmons, of North Carolina, was mas¬
ter of coremonlc-s, and spoke briefly,welcoming tho visitors and puylug a
tribute to Captain Earle I. Brown,Corps of United States Engineers, InCharge of the work, who declared the
waterway officially open.

Representatives Inf the towns ofBeaufort, Morchcxd City, Newborn and
Oriental, undor the auspices of whichthe celebration was held, were the ilrst
speakers, these being followed by Rep¬resentatives J. Hampton Moore, of
Pennsylvania, president of the Atlantic
Deeper Waterways Association. E. II.
Sparknian, of Florida; F. <\ Stevens, ot
[Minnesota; Joseph E. Ransdell, of LOU-
Islana; John H. Small, of North Caro¬
lina; II. IC. Walcott. representing the
Mayor of Norfolk, and Joe Chappell,editor or tho National Magazine, Bos¬
ton.
The cannl has been under construc¬

tion since lft">7, and was completed last
December. It shortens the distance
from Oriental, Newborn and other

points to Beaufort, and Southern points
about ninety miles and gives doublo
the depths of water. Tho canal Is
ninety to 250 feet wide and ten feet
deep at mean low water, which at hie'1
lido will give about, twelve feet. Thelength is twenty miles, live of whichwere cut through dry land, the remain¬der by dredging and straighteningAdam and Cares Creeks. It connects3,100 square miles of navigable sound
waters and 1,700 miles of navigablerivers, as well as giving an inside routeto coastwise vessels, enabling them toavoid treacherous llatteras und CapoLookout.
The completion of the canal connectsNorfolk by way ot tho North Carolina

sounds with the Atlantic Ocean southof Cape llatteras, that ocean grave¬yard, which Is the terror of navigators.This canal, which is regarded as thonrst practical step in the Unking up oftho waterways of the Atlantic coastin a continuous inland chain, was
begun two years ago. It is the first
actual work done by a government ap¬propriation In the schemes of an in¬land Atlantic coast route, and cost the
government (500,000. This southernsection of the eanal is about live mileslong, ami runs by way of Adam Crock,mit of Pamllco Sound, to (-'ares Creekand Beaufort Inlet.
